Ths Ohio River Is On Firs Nesr 
Sewlckley, Ps. 

Pittsburg, April 4 —The Ohio river 
is burning Flames SO leet high are 
leaping from the surface of the stream 
near Sewlckley. Pa, and there Is little 
hoi* of ths conflagration being check- 
ed for a time The blaze la still burn 
lug with unabated fury. During the 
night the flames brightly Illuminated 
the hills, river and valley for miles 
around, snd hundreds of residents of 
Sewlckley snd Coraopolls gathered on 
the banks to witness the sight, which 
was one of exceptional beauty About 
10 feet from the southern bank of the 
river at a point where the water la 
about three feet In depth, there le a 
huge pillar of red flame. It Is about 
six feet In diameter and over -i0 feet

All show the terrible effects ot 
their experiences, being emaciated, ex- 
hausted and blinded Their rescue 
caused s temporary nervous lucidity 
during which they greeted their rels | 
tlves snd graphically related their suf 
fertngs. 

There was touching scenes aa wivee 
and mothers greeted those whom they 
had long given up as dead. Crowds 
besieged the hospitals to which ths 
men were taken, cheering the survi- 
vors and Imprecating ths Ineffective 
nature of the salvage work that fol- 
lowed immediately after the dlsaeter 

The rescue of these 13 mea revived 
the hope in many families that ethers 
are alive and the relatlvee of thee*

They are 
mistaken Nothing like a rupture has 
come. Nothing or the sort is threat- 
ened, says the St. Louts Ijlobe-Demo 
erst There have been come disagree- 
ments on measures of policy between 
the president and tha house on the 
one side and the senate on the other. 
The Santo Domingo affair is uot a sub- 
ject, however, whk-h comes before the 
house. A treaty which the president 
ravored continuing the receivership 
which we have established over Sauto 
Domingo is berore the senate. It has 
been amended in certain particulars, 
and the president, it is understood, 
favors the amendments. But it Is 
said that the treaty will fall of ratlft- 
catlou. That point Is still to be deter- 
mined, however. If It falls. It will be 
be< ause of Democratic oppenfltlon. 
Every Hepubltean senator, so far as 
known, s'ands ready to vote for the 
treaty. If the treaty falls the same 
object can be accomplished by a Joint 
resolution, which requires only a ma- 
jority vote. 

On ihe Phllllpine and the statehood 
questions the last word has not yet 
been said. It is the Inteutlon of Seu- 
ator Lodge, backed by the bulk of the 
Republicans, as soon as statehood is 
disposed of, to attempt to bring the 
Philippine measure before the senate 
In the exact shape It bed when it 
passed the house. Senator Lodge pro- 
lessee to be con Aden t of sucoets for 
the bill. On the statehood measure 
the outlook Is in doubt. The house 
Republicans, it la believed, will stand 
out for the Hamilton bill, consolidating 
the four territories into two state*.

We have created a vast network of means, there is no lack 
of equipment, but we have largely neglected ihe human ..ml most im- 
portant factor, the child. The futilit\ ol expecting efficient education 
when the teacher is handicapped b> poor and inadequate means it 
generally recogn/zed, but not so as yet ihe futility of cscpecting it 
when the teacher has poor tnatcrial la work upon hi the form of 
chronically underfed children, too weak in mind and body to do the 
work required of them. We arc forever seeking the explanation of 
the large percentage of educational faihtref in the machiiur) ol 111- 
> miction rather than la the human material, the children themselves.

0 Americans, says the American In- 
ventor, as from lime immemorial It 
iaa been the medium through which 
:he Indian youtba courted their aweet- 
aearts at a distance, when they were

1 pei mum 1 audience. 

The love or courting flute of the 
\puche I* made of a round stick of 
•e.lar about 24 Inches long, split 
'.engthwlne and hollowed to form an 
lir chnmber. A hole la made on each 
fide of thla diaphragm and a ahallow 
air passage cut from one hole to the 
Jther 

Above It a rap of wood ia placed for 
the purpose of covering the upper hole 
tnd the air channel. The Up Is made 
5f a thin sheet of lead, and the whole 
bound together with a slender thong. 
In the lube pari, or body of the instru- 
ment, are placed aix finger holes, a 
-<ondltlon that points unmistakably to 
the Influence of contact with the white 
man. 

The flageolet, as ordlnsrlly under- 
stood, may l>e deeerlbed aa a whlatld 

I headed flute. In the seventeenth cen- 
tury Kngllrh ladles often played on It 
Sometimes two or three flageolet tubes 

I were constructed with one head for 
the purpose of introducing Bote* la 
I annum These were called double or 
triple flageolets, snd a patent waa 

I taken out for this Inatrument by one 
Balnbildge. 

An old Engll*h diary of 1667 con- 
tain* thla quaint reference to tho 
double flageolet: "To Dumbleby's. ths 
plpennker, there to advise about the 
making of a flageolet to go low and 
soft, and he do show me a way which 
to do. and alao a fashion of having 
fwo pipe* of the same note fastened 
tt*ether. so as I can play on one and 
then echo It upon the other, which l( 
mighty pretty." 

Chineae in Broughama.

The Bill Imposing a Lieenae Tax on 
Rectified Liquore Waa Paaeed. 

Frankfort. March 27.— The Kentucky 
general assembly Into Monday after- 
noon adopted a hill imposing a license 
tax of one and one-fourth centa per 
gallon on all rectified, compounded or 
blended liquor manufactured In tho 
state, or shipped Into It for the pur- 
pose of branding "Kentucky " Tbe 
bill was adopted In extra session, and 
after a bitter struggle between advo- 
cate* of a graded license and of gal- 
lon unit tax Much waa said during 
the session about lobby Influence, and 
bills and resolutions of Investigation 
| were Introduced, but not pressed, and 
nd specific charge was made by any 
one. It Is estimated that. If held to 
be constitutional, the act will bring 
the state about $150,000 annually In 
revenue. 1 ..i year there was shipisad 
out of Kentucky ten million five hun- 
dred thousand proof gallon* of this 
liquor, which is about twelve millions 
wine gallons, u|K>n which the tax Is 
laid. Under the provisions of the act 
the rectifiers and blenders are to re- 
port every alx months, beginning June 
30 next, and failure to report and pay 
the tax means a closing up of the 
house refusing, and fine of from $50 
to $100 per day. To ahlp auch spirits 
into tbe state of Kentucky for tbe pur- 
i'.).-u of branding is denounced by ihc 
act as a misdemeanor, punishable by 
fine of from $500 to $1,000 for each 
auch shipment.
